tinie of the general vacation, on the recommendation of the medical authorities 
of the CoUep, the general healtli of which had siifiered considerably in couse- 
quence of the unusual severity of tlie last winter and spring. 

We tlien proceeded with the several inquiries which it appeared proper to ns 
to institute. ^'^'2 fi^st inquired of the President wlietlier he had any comijlaiut to 
make which cal ed for the interference of the Visitors. He repli/d, that he was 
happy to state that he had none. 

A similar inquiry was made of the otiicr superiors and professors, and finallv 
oi the students, wiio made no complaint. 

Having then announced, that if any cause of complaint should arise before the 
next visitation, it should be attended to, if authenticated by the signature of the 
complainant and forwarded to any of the Visitors, we innhired of the President 
whether he had anything to communicate as to the sanatory condition of the 
CcUep. He replied, that during the past year the sarialory condition of the Col- 
lege had not been so satisfactory as in former years ; that three dcatiis liad 
occuired dunng the year, one in the College, the result of insanity, the others 
from il ness m the country ; that tiiree otlier cases of sickness, attended with con-

“ It could not be expected, of course, in a condition of the College finances 
such as J have described, the works of a character thus extensive should have 
been umlertaken by the trustees, and I must add, that a very considerahle 
(•.xpcnditure is iiecessaj-y lor the remedy of other defects less apparent but 
hardly loss important than these. The condition of the sleeping rooms ik the 
new buildiiig, especially in tlie south-western wing, is very far indeed from what 
due consideration for the health of the students would require. In order to 
secure them effectually against wind and rain, the metal window ii"me 
originally of a faulty construction and closing very imperfectly must be re- 
placed with wood or at least lined with wooden casing; the glass appears to 
require to be entirely or in great part re-cemented ; the plaster of the walls 
winch had been damp for so long a time, requires extensive repair or renewal ■ 
and many otlier defects, slight in themselves, but the repair of which will be 
fiOstly in the aggregate, caU for prompt and cai'eful attention.
